GENTLEMEN, 


I beg  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1951. 

It  is  disturbing  to  note  the  marked  growth  of  the  waiting  list 
for  housing;  adequate  housing  is  fundamental  for  good  health  Although 
the  number  of  cases  on  the  tuberculosis  register  has  increased  it  must 
not  bo  forgotten  that  the  number  of  new  cases  for  1951  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  is  loss  than  1 per  1000  of  the  population,  which  compares 
satisfactorily  with  the  country  as  a whole.  Since  death  is  inevitable 
it  is  satisfactory  to  not®  that  the  majority  of  deaths  are  occurring 
after  reasonably  long  lives  and  that  infant  deaths  are  so  few.  The 
complete  absence  of  enteric  fevers  is  also  satisfactory,  particularly 
in  a rural  area  whore  water  supplies  and  drainage  have  their  special 
difficulties. 

I have  reprinted  my  note  on  hospital  admissions  as  confusion  on 
this  is  still  widespread. 

I thank  the  Council  staff  and  in  particular  Mr.  T/yhite,  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector,  v/ith  whom  I am  most  closely  associated,  for  their 
co-operation  throughout  the  year,  and  yourself  Mr.  Cliairnan  and  Members, 
for  your  help  and  interest.

Blackburn  Rural  District  lies  to  tho  North,  West  and  South  of  the 
County  Borough  of  Blackburn  and  its  population  of  13,  370  live  in  two 
different  typos  of  community.  The  large  parishes  adjacent  to  Blackburn 
are  urban  in  character,  although  each  still  retains  its  separate  community 
life.  Tho  rest  of  tho  area  is  dotted  with  small  villages  truly  rural  in 
typo.  Most  of  the  area  lies  in  the  Ribble  Valley  and  is  given  over  to 
pasture  and  moadowland. 

The  Ordnance  Datum  varies  from  150  to  1,C50. 

Tho  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are  agriculture,  cotton 
weaving  and  spinning,  paper  making  and  glazed  brickmaking. 

Tho  controls  on  the  building  of  houses  by  private  enterprise  and  the 
high  costs  of  labour  and  materials  have  halted,  for  the  time  being,  the 
groTifing  tendency  of  town  dwellers  to  move  into  tho  area.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  this  outward  movemcnb  of  population  from  tho  towns  has  suffered 
only  a temporary  setback. 


V ital  Stat  i st  ic  s. 


There  wore  158  live  births  and  4 still  births  registered  during  1951 
and  166  deaths  from  all  causes.  The  birthrate  has  increased  from  9.1  to 
13.8  per  thousand  population  but  is  well  below  the  rate  for  England  and 
T/yhles  (15.5).  The  deathrate  has  increased  from  11.4  to  12.3  per  thousand 
population  and  compares  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Vjalos  which  is  12.5. 

The  main  causes  of  death  wore  heart  diseaso,  cancer  and  vascular 
disease  of  the  nervous  system.  It  is  interestiiig  to  note  tha.t  70%  of  all 
deaths  took  place  at  tho  ago  of  65  and  over,  37%  at  75  or  over  and  6%  at 
85  or  over. 


Infectious  Disease. 

There  wore  170  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  during  the  year, 
the  largest  numbers  were  of  Measles  (105)  lilhooping  Cough  (35)  and  Scarlet 
Povor  (12).  Tvio  cases  of  Infoctiovs  Disease  wore  remioved  to  hospital. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

Scarlet  Povor  was  chiefly  a disease  of  school  life,  most  of  tho  cases 
occurring  botwoon  the  ages  of  5 and  15.  All  cases  were  mild  in  type  and 
tlaore  wore  no  deaths. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

There  were  12  new  cases  notified  in  1951  com.pared  with  9 in  1950,  9 
of  those  wore  pulmonary  in  type,  6 of  them  being  male  patients.  There  wore 
no  deaths  in  1951  compared  with  7 in  1950.  At  the  end  of  December,  there 
were  58  cases  on  the  register,  an  increase  of  6 since  tho  end  of  1950. 
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Housing. 


It  will  bo  soon  from  tho  figures  given  in  the  table  of  statistics 
that  there  is  still  a long  waiting  list  for  houses.  The  figure  now  stands 
at  488  and  the  number  of  applications  mdo  each  year  exceed  the  rate  of  new 
houses  built  during  tho  year. 


Action  taken  under  the  Housing  Acts  to  relievo  conditions  brought  to 
light  by  tho  Rural  Housing  Survey  has  boon  very  limited.  However,  tho  time 
has  now  come  to  consider  seriously  the  re-housing  of  tenants  living  in  unfit 
houses,  particularly  where  there  are  young  families,  and  the  demolition  of 
those  promises  should  bo  enforced  so  that  such  sub-standard  accommodation 
is  eliminated  from  the  district. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

No  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Council  under  section  47  of  this  act. 

Local  Health  Services. 

The  Public  Health  Services  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
are  controlled  locally  by  Divisional  Health  Committees  composed  of  local 
representatives.  The  School  Health  Services  are  controlled  by  Divisional 
Education  Executives  also  composed  of  local  representatives.  A Divisional 
Medical  Officer  operates  both  the  County  Council’s  Public  Health  Services 
and  tho  School  Medical  Services,  and  is  responsible  to  the  respoctir  o 
Executives.

Tho  Nursing  Staff  includes  Health  Visitors,  School  Nurses,  Midwivos 
and  District  Nurses.

Services  operated  by  No.  5 Divisional  Health  Committee  include:

Clinics,  Dental  Clinics,  Orthopaedic  Clinics,  Ophthalmic  Clinics,  Ear,  Nose 
and  Throat  Clinics,  U.  V.  R.  (Artificial  sunlight)  Clinics,  Immunisation 
Clinics,  Child  Guidance  Clinics. 

The  provision  of  clinics  for  a rural  area  presents  special  difficulties. 
In  areas  with  scattered  populations  there  obviously  are  problems  in  providing 
a full  service.  These  are  realised  and  various  solutions  are  under  active 
Consideration. 

Ambulances  and  Sitting  Cars.  This  service  is  provided  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  v/ibhout  charge.  Residents  in  Blackburn  Rural 
District  are  served  by  Blackburn  County  Borough  Ambulances  (by  an  arrangement 
between  the  County  Council  and  Blackburn)  EXCEPT  certain  parishes:-

Day  Nurseries.  Applications  for  admission  may  be  made  by  letter  to  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  at  19,  St.  James’  Street,  Accrington.  It  must 
bo  added  that  all  tho  nurseries  have  long  waiting  lists. 

Hospital  Services.  Tho  County  Council  has  NO  control  over  hospitals,  these 
are  administered  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  In  tho  case  of  admission  to 
Jfe-ternity  Hospitals  and  Homes,  tho  demand  is  so  groat  that  as  a rule  only 
those  having  their  first  baby  or  those  who  have  unsuitable  home  circumstances 
or  some  medical  reason  making  hospital  delivery  essential  are  accepted.  Tho 
Hospital  Authorities  request  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  a repoi't  on 
these  points  and  on  this  report  tho  Hospital  Authority  agrees  to  accept  or 
decline  to  book  an  expectant  mother.  Tho  Divisional  Medical  Officer  is 
informed  as  to  tho  facts  by  the  health  visitors  and  midwivos,  and  from  his 
knowledge  of  tho  medical  facts,  whether  from  his  own  or  his  assistants 
examination  at  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  or  reports  received  from  the  patients’ 
own  doctor. 

Much  confusion  exists  as  to  hospital  accommodation  for  chronic  cases 
of  illness  often  in  elderly  people.  The  County  Council  has  NO  control  over 
such  admission;  this  is  governed  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  It  has  been 
arranged  that  with  tho  aid  of  a report  from  a Health  Visitor  tho  Diviaonal 
Medical  Officer  will  advise  the  hospital  authority  as  to  the  degree  of  urgency 
in  cases  of  chronic  sickness. 

The  position  as  rego,rds  admission  to  hospitals  forthose  with  mental 
illness  or  mental  defect  is  similar.  It  must  bo  remembered  that  hospital 
services  are  operating  under  very  groat  difficulties  as  to  staff  and  buildings 
in  tho  present  abnormal  circumstances. 

Homo  Helps.  The  County  Council  employs  a whole-time  Supervisor  of  Homo  Helps 
and  a number  of  part-time  Helps  have  been  recruited.  l/'Jhen  a Homo  Help  is 
required  it  is  necessary  to  make  application  to  the  Divisional  Health  Office. 
This  service  is  not  a free  service  but  charges  are  made  according  to  tho 
circumstances  of  tho  applicant. 

Hostels  for  Elderly  People.  Elderly  persons  who  are  in  need  of  care  and 
attention  within  tho  moaning  of  tho  National  Assistance  Act  can  bo  provided 
with  residential  accommodation  at  a charge  not  exceeding  70/-d  per  week, 
tho  actual  charge  being  based  on  the  applicant’s  circumstances.  Stops  are 
being  taken  to  provide  for  accommodation.  Application  should  bo  made  to  the 
Divisional  Health  Office. 

Blind  Persons  Act.  Those  who  wish  to  apply  for  Blind  Pensions  can  secure  a 
specialist  examination. 

Mental  Health.  The  Division  has  two  Duly  Authorised  Officers  who  make 
arrangements  for  the  removal  of  persons  suffering  from  mental  illness,  to 
suitable  hospitals.  Arrangements  are  made  through  tho  patient’s  own  doctor.

MR.  CHAIRMAU  AND  GENTLEMEN, 


I ha VO  the  honour  to  present  my  third  Annual  Report  which  covers 
tho  work  of  the  Department  for  the  year  1951. 

Although  good  progress  is  being  made  in  tho  provision  of  new 
houses  in  the  area,  many  families  continue  to  live  in  sub-^standard 
cb;ellings.  Owing  to  the  high  cost  of  labour  and  ms-terials  and  to  rent 
Controls  much  property  is  deteriorating.  It  has  only  been  posciblo  to 
maintain  houses  in  a v;ind  and  watertight  condition.  Tho  o'wnors  of  many 
houses  which  have  been  scheduled  for  slum  clearance  have  sold  the  property 
to  sitting  tenants  rather  than  face  the  cost  of  never  ending  repair  bills. 
This  action  will  in  the  future  cause  much  hardship  to  ewner  occupiers  of 
houses  which  may  be  scheduled  as  clearance  areas. 

No  major  change  of  legislation  has  occurred  during  tho  year. 

Tho  chief  requirements  of  the  district  are  the  implementation  of 
tho  Council’s  Sov/ago  and  water  Schemes,  the  paving  of  many  unmade  e'ti'oots 
ani  the  further  improvements  in  tao  public  cleansing  services. 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Council 
and  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
consideration  and  encouragem.ent.  I am  also  indebted  to  the  Clerk,  Surveyor 
and  Medical  Officer  and  to  the  Staff  for  their  cordial  support.

Public  mains  in  Ramsgreave  have  boon  extended  to  servo  the 
whole  parish  and  now  mins  hat/o  been  laid  in  Moll  or,  providing  an  adequate 
and  constant  supply  of  water  in  place  of  that  provided  by  a private  company. 
Eew  water  schemes  open  the  way  to  closet  conversions,  improvements  to  sewers 
and  sQV'.'ago  works  and  the  development  of  the  Council’s  housing  programme. 

Apart  from  the  parish  of  Tockholes,  most  of  the  area  is  now  provided 
with  a mains  supply  and  there  only  romins  the  need  for  extensions  to  some 
outlying  sparsely  populated  localities. 

Routine  sampling  of  water  from  public  mains  is  carried  out  and 
occasional  chocks  are  mde  of  wells  supplying  private  dwellings.  During 
the  year  6 samples  of  \vater  from  public  mains  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  analysis.  5 samples  were  reported  as  satisfactory  and  one 
sample,  taken  when  the  gathering  grounds  of  the  statutory  undertaking  were 
damged  by  floods,  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  In  ttiis  instance  a 
repeat  sample  taken  a few  days  later  was  reported  as  satisfactory.  12 
samples  of  ws-tor  from  private  supplies  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
analysis  and  of  these  11  v/ere  found  to  be  unsatisfectoiy.  In  these  cases 
cwmers  were  asked  to  provide  piped  supplies,  instal  chloririating  equipment 
or  carry  out  repa^irs  to  wells. 

3 samples  of  mains  v;ater  wore  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for 
Chemical  Examination.  In  2 instances  the  Analyst  reported  that  the  water 
was  acid  in  reaction  and  contained  an  amount  of  load  which  was  considerably 
more  than  the  usually  accepted  maximum  limit  of  0.  3 part  per  million.  One 
an^alysis  showed  the  presence  of 

1.8  part  per  million  of  lead 
0^4'  part  per  mc.llion  of  iron 
pH  value  of  5.5 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

There  are  seven  separate  Sow'age  Disposal  works  in  tho  area  serving 
the  major  parts  of  tho  parishes  of  Livesoy,  BSllington,  Ploasington  and 
Wilpshiro  and  parts  of  Salesbury,  Clayton-lo-Dalo,  Yato  Bank  and  Baldcrstone. 
Langho  Colony  is  also  served  by  these  works.  The  method  of  treatment 
adopted  is  by  preliminary  sedimentation,  septic  tanks  and  sprinkler 
filtration  of  by  land  irrigation. 

A comprehensive  scheme  for  extensions  and  now  sewage  disposal  works 
Costing  £150, COO  which  vras  prepared  by  the  Council's  Consultant  Engineer 
has  been  approved  in  principle  by  the  Council. 

Billington  etc.  Sowerago  Scheme. 

A scheme  for  the  sov/ering  and  sewage  disposal  of  tho  parishes  of 
Billington,  Clayton“'lo-Dcale,  Salosbuiy  and  Wilpohire  has  been  prepared  at 
an  estimated  cost  of  £66,800. 

This  scheme  has  been  submitted  to  tho  Mini&tr^y  who  are  only  prepared 
to  sanction  such  parts  of  the  scheme  as  relate  to  new  woiks  of  soworago  where 
tho  proposed  works  will  afford  drainage  to  new  housing  sites. 

As  existing  sowers  and  works  in  this  area  are  new  considerably 
overloaded,  all  further  housir^  development  has  boon  temporarily  stopped. 

Mellor  Sewerage  Scheme. 

Ministry  approval  has  been  obtained  to  Stage  1 of  the  Council’s 
re-suweririg  scheme  for  Mellor.  The  complete  scheme  is  ostimated  at  £23,  300 
and  the  Contract  for  Stage  1 is  now  proceeding  at  a cost  of  £7,750. 
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It  has  been  agreed  to  defer  for  the  time  being  Stage  2 of  Mellor  re« 
serwering  scheme  embracing  low  level  sowers,  pumping  station  and  rising  main 
to  servo  Branch  Road,  Mellor  area. 

Eoclo shill  Sewerage  Scheme 

A Ministiy  Inquiry  was  hold  on  the  16th  July,  1952,  to  consider  the 
Council’s  proposals  for  the  abandonment  of  the  Ecclo^ill  disposal  works, 
the  provision  of  pump  house  and  rising  main  so  as  to  discharge  all  sewage 
to  the  works  of  tio  Iferwen  Corporation. 

This  Scheme  also  provides  for  the  sewering  of  the  Council’s  proposed 
Housing  Estate  (50  houses)  and  other  properties  in  the  vicinity  of  Johnson 
Road,  Bccloshill.  The  Ministry’s  approval  is  now  awaited 


Public  Cleansing  Service . 

The  fundamental  requirements  of  a Public  Cloansing  service  are  the 
’regular  and  hygienic  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  wastes  as 
economically  as  possible’.  Public  Cleansing  has  now  become  so  much  part 
and  parcel  of  the  daily  life  of  the  community  that  all  authorities  must 
endeavour  to  keep  abreast  with  progress  in  the  service. 

Refuse,  in  so  far  as  the  householder  is  concerned,  is  unwanted 
material,  much  of  which  is  putrescible  matter  deposited  in  that  battered, 
corroded  and  smelly  abomination  - the  ’dustbin’.  Is  it  sound  hygienic 
practice  that  refuse  should  bo  stored  on  the  back  doorstop  of  every  homo 
for  so  long  as  14  days?  Is  it  not  infinitely  desirable  that  the  Council’s 
aim  should  bo  to  remove  all  refuse  as  soon  as  possible  and  provide  at  least 
a weekly  collection? 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  and  nightsoil  and  tho  sorting 
of  salvage  is  hard  and  uncongenial  v/ork.  A more  frequent  collection 
together  with  the  provision  of  smaller  receptacles  would  give  tho  public  a 
better  service  and  make  the  v/ork  of  tho  cleansing  staff  much  lighter. 

In  tho  last  year  tho  workmen  have  received  improved  benefits  which 
have  resulted  in  the  recruitment  of  a better  typo  of  labour.  They  have 
boon  given  a number  of  wage  increases,  a wor'thivhile  salvage  bonus,  and  two 
sots  of  protective  clothing.  After  six  months  service  they  benefit  from 
a sickness  pay  scheme  and  after  two  years  service  they  are  admitted  into 
the  Council’s  superannuation  scheme.  One  can  hope  that  in  tho  non  too 
distant  future  they  will  be  more  cheerful  in  their  outlook  and  courteous  in 
their  contact  with  the  public. 

Refuse  Collection 


The  Council  have  two  Dennis,  side  loading  refuse  wagons  in  almost  now 
condition  and  the  work  of  tho  department  is  assisted  by  a Ford  Thames  truck. 

The  Council  provide  a fortnightly  collection  of  house  refuse  to  almost 
all  homos  in  tho  area.  A few  contracts  with  private  collectors  are  still  in 
operation  in  scattered  localities  where  tho  bad  condition  of  roads  prohibits 
tho  use  of  motor  vehicles. 


Refuse  Disposal 

For  a number  of  years  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  crude  dumping  in 
several  disused  quarries  all  of  which  became  infested  by  insects  and  rats. 
There  are  nowr  only  tv^o  refuse  tips  in  use  and  a system  of  controlled  tipping 
is  in  operation  Occasionally  farmers  are  assisted  by  the  in-filling  of  pits 
and  levelling  of  land.  Obtaining  covering  material  for  tips  continues  to  bo 
a soujrce  of  worry  and  tho  hand  loading  of  soil  and  ashes  is  slcav  and  hard 
work.  Soil  in  sufficient  quantities  is  at  times  almost  unobtainable,  but 
ashes  are  collected  from  factory  furnaces  in  the  area.

Uightsoil  Colloction  and  f^isposal 


Collection  of  nightsoil  is  carried  out  weekly  from  over  600 
houses  scattered  throughout  the  whole  of  the  district,  and  disposal 
is  hy  dijmping  in  a lagoon  on  a farm.  The  nightsoil  is  composted  v^ith 
flue  dust  and  straw,  and  after  about  6 months  weathering,  it  is  spread 
on  the  land 

ITightsoil  is  collected  in  a wooden  tank  in  the  body  of  a refuse 
collection  vehicle  and  frequent  complaints  are  made  of  the  nuissnce 
from  smell  and  splashing.  The  depot  whore  the  tank  is  kept  also  has  an 
unpleasant  odour.  Yhon  the  time  comes  for  the  renewal  of  t his  tank 
consideration  could  bo  given  to  the  purchase  of  a cesspool  emptier, 
with  nn.ghtsoil  attachment,  so  as  to  provide  a more  hygienic  system  of 
collection  and  disposal. 

In  order  to  encourage  property  owners  to  convert  pail  closets 
to  water  closets,  and  so  reduce  tho  number  to  be  emptied,  the  Council 
have  increased  the  grant  to  half  the  cost  of  the  work  not  exceeding 
£15. 


Salvaged  Ife-terials 

In  pre-war  years  our  friend  tho  dustbin  served  its  purpose 
admirably  by  kooping  under  its  lid  all  those  things  tho  householder 
desired  to  discard.  Since  1939  there  has  been  a complete  reversal 
in  the  value  of  the  material  handled  by  the  cleansing  department. 

That  which  was  waste  and  fit  only  for  destruction  is  now  often  raw 
material  of  immense  value.  Those  values  can  be  reckoned  in  hard 
cash  as  can  be  seen  from  the  revenue  for  tho  year  1951  which  totalled 
£2,600.  All  this  was  obtained  in  spite  of  experienced  cenpetition 
from  a vast  number  of  interests  who  wished  to  cash  in  on  the  boom. 

By  going  into  tho  sorting  and  grading  of  salvage,  maximum  prices  were 
obtained.  The  most  was  made  of  labour  available  to  increase  tho 
tonnage  collected  by  almost  100^  over  1948  figures.  Certain  commod- 
ities s-re  likely  to  hsjvo  a lasting  value  but  ethers  will  have 
fluctuating  values.  It  is  now  apparent  that  wo  wero  living  in  a fools 
paradise  in  tho  year  1951  and  few  expected  such  a serious  drop  in 
prices  so  soon.  Hevortholess  this  waste  material  has  to  bo  collected 
whether  or  not  it  has  any  value  and  it  is  tho  duty  of  tho  cleansing 
department  to  salvage  all  materials  which  can  bo  disposed  of  at  a 
profit  and  so  holp  to  lesson  tho  burden  of  ihe  ratepayer.  During  tho 
yoar  1951,  216  tons  of  salvage  wore  sold,  this  represents  7%  of  all 
refuse  collected. 

There  are  80  communal  street  bins  in  various  parts  of  tho 
district  for  tho  collection  of  kitchen  waste.  It  is  o-n  easy  and 
economical  moans  of  bulk  collection  and  it  has  one  good  feature  in  that 
it  reduces  tho  am.ount  of  putrescible  matter  in  the  dustbins  and  on  the 
t3,p3.  The  bins  are,  however,  far  too  prominent  in  tho  public  eye  to 
escape  severe  criticism  ^'or'lcng  and  ai’a  hot  very,  hygienic. 

Provision  of  Dustbins 

Dustbins  of  a heavy  pa,ttem  are  purchased  by  the  Council  in 
bulk  and  are  resold  to  a/;ners  or?  householders  in  the  area.  It  is  more 
than  13.kely  that  within  the  next  yoar  or  two  the  provision  of  dustbins 
will  bo  ''n  obligation  on  the  local  authority  and  the  cost  will  be  borne 
by  the  geneia,!  rate.  Such  a schema  is  in  operation  in  many  areas  and 
costs  in  tho  region  of  a penny  rate. 


Rodent  Cou-trol 

A Rodent  Operative  is  employed  on  the  search  for  i^ts  and  the 
treatment  of  infestations  found.  In  order  to  encourage  tho  notification 
of  rat  infestation  by  o/zners  or  occupiers  of  private  dwellings,  the 
Council  provide  a free  service  and  tho  Ministry  of  Agriculture  reimburse 
50^  of  the  cost.  A charge  covering  the  whole  of  tho  cost  plus  20^  for 
administrative  purposes  was  made  for  the  work  done  on  bus5/ness  premises. 
Tho  Ministry  of  Agriculture  contributes  a 50^  grant  towards  tho  cost 
of  sower  treatmonb. 
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Two  troatmerrbs  of  tho  sewers  and  sewage  works  were  carried  out  and 
■ttio  number  of  probait  takes  diows  a further  reduction.  As  in  previous 
years  tho  only  locality  whore  sowers  are  badly  infested  is  Cherry  Tree. 
This  is  no  doubt  caused  by  old  sowers  and  tho  proximity  of  ihe  canal 
and  industrial  establishments.  Tho  banks  of  tho  Leeds  and  Liverpool 
canal  had  again  become  badly  infested  and  a further  treatment  was  carried 
out. 


TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 

A survey  of  moveable  dwelling  was  made  during  1949  when  it  was 
found  that  there  were  1C4  such  structures  in  tho  area,  only  9 of  which 
were  licenced.  Some  of  those  dwellings  were  erected  for  weekend  use^ 
but  quite  a number  are  now  being  occupied  permanently.  During  1951  the 
Council  decided  to  take  enforcement  action  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Town  and  Country  Planning  Act  in  respect  of  the  most  undesirable  or 
insanitary  structures  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  tho  time  tho  notices  expire 
in  1952  a largo  number  of  caravans  will  either  have  been  removed  from  the 
area  or  stationed  on  sites  which  the  Council  are  willing  to  licence. 


SzYNITART  ACCOMMOD/iTION  AT  SCHOOLS 

There  are  12  schools  in  tho  area  and  11  of  those  have  a piped 
supply  of  water  yot  only  6 have  water  closets.  In  one  case  privies  were 
in  use  and  trough  closets  in  another  instance,  the  remainder  being  provided 
with  pail  closets.  It  is  now  3 years  since  the  managers  of  3 schools  were 
asked  to  make  ijnprovements  to  the  sanitary  accommodation  yet  no  work  has 
been  put  in  hand.  In  each  of  those  cases  the  majority  of  tho  children 
attendir^  the  schools  are  from  homes  whore  they  have  water  closets. 

Surely  it  is  of  paramount  importance  that  sanitary  conveniences  and 
washing  facilities  at  schools  should  bo  as  near  perfection  as  possible. 

It  is  during  school  life  that  a ciiild  can  be  trained  and  guided  in  tho 
forming  of  good  habits. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

There  are  12  factory  chimneys  in  the  area  and  during  the  year 
observations  woro  taken  from  3 serious  offenders.  In  each  case  the 
amount  of  smoko  omitted  was  excessive  and  although  factory  managements 
woro  approached  any  improvements  made  were  of  a temporary  nature. 

In  1949  an  approach  was  made  by  the  Council  to  tho  Ministry  of  Fuel 
and  Power  for  observations  on  a proposal  to  apply  for  byelaw  approval.  The 
Ministry  stated  that  they  were  not  prepared  to  .sponsor  an  application.  A 
similar  communication  was  addressed  to  tho  Ministry  of  Health  but  the 
Council  were  asked  to  consider  whether  -tiie  time  for  implementing  byelaws 
was  opportune  having  regard  to  tho  uncertainty  of  supply  of  suitable 
fuels,  tho  installation  of  suitable  equipment  and  adding  to  the  difficul- 
ties of  industry. 

The  Regional  Inspector  of  tho  Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power  was  asked 
to  investigate  tho  causes  of  flagrant  omission  of  smoke  from  several 
factories  in  tho  area,  and  although  visits  woro  made  and  recommendations 
gisrcsi, -HO  improvement  was  seen. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
Milk  Supply 

In  the  year  1949  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  took  over 
the  supervisicp  of  milk  production  and  local  authorities  were  left  with 
tho  control  of  retail  distribution  of  milk.  An  attempt  was  made  to  sample 
milk  from  all  retailers  in  the  area  without  calling  at  farms,  but  it  was 
found  that  much  time  was  wasted  and  many  miles  travelled  to  find  the 
roundsmen.  On  sampl.ing  the  milk  the  retailer  was  often  unable  to  eay  with 
certainty,  which  was  mornings  or  evenings  milk.

Sampling  of  milk  for  biological  examination  was  coitinued  and  one 
positive  result  was  obtained.  The  sampling  of  milk  for  the  detection  of 
tuberculosis  from  milk  roundsmen  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  because 
in  the  case  of  bottlod  milk  bulk  samples  were  not  obtainable  and  it  is 
more  than  likely  that  a bottle  of  milk  may  bo  from  only  one  cow  in  the 
herd. 

In  my  last  report  I made  reference  to  the  marked  deterioration  in  the 
standard  of  vehicles  used  for  milk  distribution.  Conditions  have  not 
improved  and  compare  most  unfavourably  with  the  standard  of  vehicles  in  the 
Ice  Cream  Trade- 


Ice  Cream 

There  is  one  manufacturer  and  27  retailerjs*  premises  on  the  Council *s 
register.  The  nanufacturer  prepares  a cold  mix  product.  Oneapplication  for 
registration  was  refused.  Samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  from  registered 
premises  and  in  only  1 case  was  the  result  unsatisfactory. 

Meat  Inspection 


Every  effort  was  made  to  inspect  all  the  animals  slaughtered  within 
the  district  immediately  after  slaughter.  Most  of  these  were  killed  at  a 
licenced  Slaughterhouse  which  is  attached  to  the  farm  buildings  of  an 
Institution  within  the  District,  lumbers  of  pigs  are  slaughtered  occasionally 
under  Ministry  of  Food  licences  at  various  farms  and  other  premises. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  seize  any  articles  of  food,  any  which  were 
found  to  be  diseased  or  unsound  were  readily  surrendered  by  the  owners. 

Regular  inspections  were  carried  out  at  Butchers’  premises. 

Other  Food  preparing  premises 

Priority  of  inspections  has  always  been  given  to  the  preparation  and 
handling  of  Meat,  Ice  Cream  and  Milk  and  few  inspections  could  bo  made  to 
restaurant  kitchens,  wayside  cafes  and  other  food  premises.  The  Council 
have  adopted  byelaws  to  secure  ’sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  and  practices 
in  connection  with  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food’  and  these 
byelaws  came  into  force  in  1950.
